No  new  negotiations  were 
scheduled.  But  McDonald  said 
the  USW  wage  policy  committee, 
which  must  approve  any  contract 
settlement,  would  meet  today. 

After  yesterday’s  meeting,  Mc- 
Donald Reported  “nothing  has 
changed.”  The  companies  indi- 
cated that  matters  had  gone  from 
bad  to  worse  despite  a renewed 
warning  from  President  Eisen- 
hower. 

The  President,  from  his  vaca- 
tion, retreat  in  Palm  Springs, 
Calif.,  said  yesterday  that  the 
American  people  Would  not  tol- 
erate much  longer  the  tug  of 
war  between  union  and  manage- 
ment. 

IT  WAS  THE  second  Presi- 
dential hint  in  two  days  that  if 
the  strike  was  not  settled  “fast” 
the  Taft-Hartley  act  injunction 
provision  might  be  invoked  in 
the  steel  dispute.

WASHINGTON,  Oct.  7 — 
(UPI) — A House  subcommi^ 
tee  was  promised  testimony 
Wednesday  on  “a  different  an- 
gle” in  its  investigation  of 
charges  that  the  TV  quiz  show 
“21”  was  rigged  to  provide 
dramatic  battles  of  brain  pow- 
er. 

The  promise  came  from 
Richard  Jackman  of  New  York 
City,  a labor  union  organizer 
who  won  $24,500  during  a sin- 
gle appearance  on  the  now- 
defunct  NBC  program  and 
then  quit  while  he  was  ahead. 

AFTER  hearing  Jackman, 
the  investigators  planned  to 
switch  their  sights  to  “Dotto,” 
the  first  of  several  quiz  shows 
taken  off  the  airwaves  in  the 
wake  of  charges  they  were 
fixed. 

The  subcommittee  heard  tes- 
timony yesterday  from  two 
other  former  contesants  that 
the  “21”  program  was  set  up 
so  that  even  the  pauses  be- 
tween answers  were  planned 
in  advance.  - 

AT  A CLOSED  session  to- 
night, the  subcommittee  ex- 
pected to  question  two  men 
named  in  testimony  as  the 
“fixers”  who  riggecy“21”  pro- 
grams. '

Lunik  III  Circles  Moon; 
Russians  Silent  on  Fate 

MOSCOW,  Oct.  7,  (UPI) — Russia’s  Lunik  III  streaked  into 
the  unknbwn  Wednesday  from  a historic  flight  past  the  moon. 

Cautious  Soviet  scientists  issued  only  highly-educated 
guesses  about  the  exact  fate  of  the  rocket  which  zipped  a space- 
age  inch — 4,375  miles — across  the  moon’s  equatorial  region  at 
10:16  a.m.  EDT  yesterday. 

The  Soviet  news  agency  Tass  kept  silent  on  the  Lunik’ 
known 


wherabouts  after  last 
night  reporting  the  rocket  “con- 
tinuing its  flight  around  the 
moon”  after  its  unprecedented 
lunar  passage. 

Section  chief  M.  S.  Larov-Yar- 
ovoy  of  Moscow’s  Sternberg  As- 
tronomical Institue  later  could 
only  “estimate”  that  the  rocket 
would  reach  the  peak  of  its  out- 
ward-bound three-day  journey 
shortly  after  5 p.m.  EDT. 

But  beyond  the  announcement 
that  the  Lunik  had  traveled 
9,370  miles  past  the  moon,  Rus- 
sia’s third  lunar  rocket  was  an 
enigma  wrapped  in  a mystery. 

The  answers  to  what  the  Lunik 
did  were  expected  to  come  be- 
known  whereabouts  after  last 
tween  10  and  11  a.m.  EDT  Wed- 
nesday during  the  scheduled 
earth-to-rocket  radio  communi- 
cation. 

Unanswered  was  the  question 
whether  the  Lunik  actually  skip- 
ped across  the  backside  of  the 
moon  that  man  has  never  seen. 
Further,  it  is  still  undetermined 
whether  the  Lunik  carried  cam-

Last  Sunday,  when  the 
Lunik  was  launched,  a Tass  cor- 
respondent reported  the  rocket 
carried  such  camera  gear  but  the 
news  agency  declined  yesterday 
to  reconfirm  the  report.

It  was  reported 
earlier  that  the  Lunik  would 
make  a circle  route  around  the 
moon  but  the  astronomer  told 
newsmen  last  night  the  rocket’s 
flight  behind  the  moon  may  not 
include  a complete  turn.

A stepped  up  program  to  at- 
tract American  tourists  to  Rus- 
sia will  get  underway  in  1960. 

Coming  on  the  heels  of  Pre- 
mier Khrushchev’s  visit,  the  new 
program  reflects  expectations  of 
a greater  influx  of  American 
tourists  to  the  Soviet  Union. 

MAUPINTOUR,  the  American 
tour  company  sponsoring  the 
travels,  estimates  that  next  year 
some  25,000  Americans  will  in- 
clude Russia  in  their  European 
vacation  plans. 

IN  HIS  recent  Provo  speech, 
Utah’s  Governor  Clyde  urged 
exchange  programs  among  the 
masses  as  a means  of  relieving 
world  tensions.  It  is  expected, 
however,  that  less  than  25,000 
Russians  will  include  the  United 
States  in  their  vacation  plans. 


One  primary  purpose  of  the 
center  is  to  provide  the  oppor- 
tunity for  instruction,  both  cre- 
dit and  non-credit  courses,  of 
electronic  computers  and  mach- 
ine operation. 

RESEARCH  facilities  for  grad- 
uate students  and  faculty  is  an- 
other main  function.

Dr.  Dean,  a former  student 
of  BYU,  received  his  B.S.  in  ed- 
ucation and  an  M.S.  degree  in 
physics  here.

DR.  DEAN  REPORTS  that  the 
center  is  now  being  used  for 
scientific  problems  and  research 
for  about  80  hours  a week.  He 
believes  that  the  center  could 
prove  invaluable  to  students  who 
are  majoring  in  mathematics  or 
accounting.
